To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1958. 

As  in  previous  years  I have  included  a shortened  report  on  the 
personal  health  services  carried  out  in  the  district  under  my  supervision 
on  behalf  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  added  explanatory 
comments. 

The  vital  statistics  show  little  change  from  1957. 

1.  The  population  has  slightly  increased. 

2.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  increased. 

3.  The  birth  rate  was  almost  as  high  as  in  1957. 

4.  No  woman  died  in  childbirth. 

5.  The  death  rate  was  practically  unchanged. 

6.  The  number  of  infants  dying  under  1 year  was  reduced 
from  15  to  14. 


The  infectious  diseases  notifications  were  again  reduced  due  to 
fewer  cases  of  measles.  One  case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis 
was  notified. 

It  is  now  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  injections,  by  using 
a combined  vaccine,  to  which  a child  is  subjected  in  being  protected 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria.  Protection  against 
Poliomyelitis,  after  a slow  start,  is  now  widely  accepted,  and  this 
year  the  age  limit  has  gone  up  to  26  years.  When  one  considers 
the  possible  consequences  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  a paralysis  which 
is  permanent,  one  wonders  why  the  acceptance  of  this  protection  is 
not  100%. 
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The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  do  mosi 
useful  work  and  the  development  of  a warden’s  scheme  and  recreation 
room  for  the  aged  in  The  Homestead  are  desirable  steps  in  the  care 
of  the  aged.  It  is  hoped  to  further  develop  these  activities  in  the 
Scawthorpe  area.  There  is  a serious  shortage  of  beds  for  the  aged 
chronic  sick  in  this  area,  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are 
aware  of  the  position.  Whilst  a percentage  of  old  people  must 
have  this  hospital  provision,  the  majority  wish  to  stay  in  their  own 
homes,  and  the  provision  of  bungalows  by  the  Council,  the  care  by 
Home  Nurses,  Home  Helps  and  the  advice  from  Health  Visitors 
all  make  old  age  more  comfortable. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Briggs,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  valued  help  and  co-operation,  and  also  to  all  members, 
professional  and  clerical,  of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Office.  Mr. 
Briggs  is  also  responsible  for  supplying  me  with  most  of  the  data 
under  Section  C of  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I thank  you  and  all  members 
of  the  Council  for  your  help  and  courteous  reception  throughout 
tne  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  continue  to  show  a small  increase 
in  the  population,  from  21,710  to  21,880. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a very  slight  reduction  compared  with 
1957,  but  is  still  in  excess  of  the  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

There  were  17  illegitimate  births  compared  with  18  in  1957. 
The  Moral  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster 
and  Rotherham  continues  to  be  most  helpful  in  these  cases,  and 
arranges,  with  financial  assistance  from  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers  in  their  Homes  when 
requested.

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  shows  a slight  reduction  from 
33.04  to  31.32  per  1,000  live  births.  The  tables  show  that  8 of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  and  5 of  them 
in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  number  of  deaths  fell  by  3 to  211,  giving  a crude  death 
rate  of  9.64.  There  were  41  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year, 
compared  with  37  in  1957,  and  of  these  2 males  and  1 female  died 
from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  Heart  diseases  and  associated  diseases 
continue  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of  death,  there  being  65  such 
causes  in  1958  compared  with  74  in  1957.  There  was  only  one 
death  from  Tuberculosis,  a pointer  to  the  tremendous  advances  in 
the  treatment  and  prevention  of  this  disease. 

There  were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  or  childbirth.

The  increased  allocation  of  social  bookings  agreed  to  by  the 
Consultants  in  June  was  helpful,  although  not  all  requests  for  such 
bookings  could  be  met  out  of  the  increased  allocation  from  7 per 
month  to  12  per  month.  Unfortunately,  due  to  shortage  of  mid- 
wifery staff  at  the  hospital  this  allocation  was  reduced  in  May  of 
this  year  to  8 per  month.

3.  Home  Nursing 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  fully  staffed  during  the  year 
and  is  now  adequate  for  all  demands  on  this  service.  The  nurses 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  general  practitioners,  and  the  tables 
show  an  increasing  use  of  this  service.  Increasingly  home  nursing 
is  required  for  the  aged  chronic  sick,  and  this  not  only  requires 
skilled  nursing,  but  also  taxes  the  physical  strength  of  the  nurses. 

The  use  of  a surgery  in  the  centre  of  Bentley  by  the  nurses 
for  dressings,  injections,  etc.,  continues  to  serve  a most  useful  purpose. 
This  surgery  is  open  Monday  to  Friday  at  2 p.m.,  Saturday  11.30 
a.m.,  and  on  most  Sundays  by  appointment.

6,  Welfare  of  tbe  Aged 

This  Service  is  sponsored  by  the  Bentley-with-Arksey  Council 
and  consists  of  members  of  that  authority  together  with  persons 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  aged.  Since  its  inception  this 
Committee  has  raised  funds  and  gradually  widened  the  scope  of 
its  activities.  These  services  which  are  all  free  to  the  old  people, 
have  been  administered  from  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  the 
activities  during  the  year  have  been  as  detailed  below. 
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(a)  Chiropody  Service 

This  service  continues  to  be  held  in  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment every  Thursday  afternoon  and  one  Tuesday  per  month,  and 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  old  folk  who  are  thus  enabled  to  get 
about  in  comfort.

(b)  Meals 

This  scheme  enables  11  old  people  to 

have  a meal  prepared 

for  them  by  the  Home  Help  once  a week. 

The  food 

is  collected 

and  cooked  by  the  Home  Help.  The  meal  consists  of  fish  or  meat 
and  vegetables,  and  in  addition  half  a pint  of  milk  is  supplied  on 
the  “meal”  day. 

During  the  year  508  meals  were  supplied. 

(c)  Blankets 

The  special  price  of  1/-  per  blanket  offered  by  the  management 
of  the  local  laundry  at  the  commencement  of  this  scheme  was  again 
obtained.  This  service  is  free  to  the  old  people;  the  cost  being 
borne  by  the  Committee.  Forty-seven  blankets  were  laundered 
during  the  year. 

Blankets  can  be  loaned  from  the  Public  Health  Department  if 
required  whilst  blankets  are  away  at  the  laundry. 

(d)  Christmas  Gifts

(e)  Extra  Comforts 

During  the  year  four  persons  were  supplied  with  extra  comforts 
in  the  form  of  sheets  and  clothing. 
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(f)  Wardens  Scheme 

Three  wardens  were  appointed  to  the  compact  “Homestead” 
area  to  look  after  the  needs  of  the  aged.  Each  warden  has  approxi- 
mately 25  homes  to  visit  each  day,  and  reports  are  submitted  to 
the  Health  Department  of  anything  required  to  improve  the  well 
being  or  comfort  of  these  old  people.  Each  warden  has  a list  of 
duties  and  conditions,  and  the  basis  of  the  scheme  is  “to  give  the 
advice  and  assistance  which  can  be  expected  of  any  good  neighbour.” 
In  an  emergency  the  warden  can  seek  medical  advice,  and  each  one 
has  a telephone  installed  in  her  home.  A simple  card  index 
system  is  kept  for  each  person,  showing  next  of  kin,  religion,  and 
any  special  notes. 

A recreation  centre  for  the  aged  in  The  Homestead  area  is,  at 
the  time  of  writing  (July  1959)  almost  completed.  This  centre 
has  a large  room,  kitchen,  laundry,  and  spare  bedroom,  and  it  is 
hoped  will  be  in  constant  use  by  not  only  residents  in  The  Home- 
stead area,  but  also  any  persons  who  live  near  enough  to  make  use 
of  it. 

A scheme  for  the  appointment  of  five  wardens  for  the  Scaw- 
thorpe  area  has  been  submitted  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
and  it  is  also  hoped  to  erect  recreation  rooms.

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8.  Mental  Health  Service 

The  Mental  Health  teacher  resigned  in  June,  1958,  and  the 
very  successful  group  training  classes  had,  unfortunately,  to  cease. 
The  new  occupation  centre  was  completed,  however,  at  the  end  of 
December  and  was  opened  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  There 
is  accommodation  for  70  children  and  young  adults,  and  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  has  erected  an  excellent  building  with  every 
facility  for  these  handicapped  persons.  A capable  and  enthusiastic 
staff  of  five,  with  Miss  Thorpe,  a supervisor  of  wide  experience,  has 
been  appointed. 

The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  resigned  during  the  year, 
and  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  a successor  without  undue  delay. 
The  opening  of  the  Occupation  Centre  has  reduced  the  work  of 
visiting  the  mental  defectives  in  their  homes  and  has  allowed  more 
time  for  care  and  after  care  of  the  mentally  sick.

Water  was 
carried  by  churn  to  eight  houses.

During  the  year  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  took  eight 
samples  for  chemical  analysis  and  twenty-eight  for  bacterial  test. 
All  the  chemical  samples  were  satisfactory,  and  26  bacterial  samples 
were  satisfactory;  two  bacterial  samples  were  doubtful.  The  people 
using  the  doubtful  supplies  were  warned  to  boil  all  water  before  use. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

During  the  early  part  of  July,  exceptionally  heavy  rains  fell  on 
the  district  which  caused  a very  real  threat  of  flooding.  A few 
houses  in  the  Toll  Bar  area  were  affected  to  the  extent  of  a few 
inches  above  the  ground  floor  level.  This  position  was  quickly 
remedied,  however,  by  increasing  the  pumping  capacity  at  the  local 
drainage  stations.  The  water  in  the  River  Don  rose  almost  to 
danger  level,  but  fortunately,  subsided  without  serious  results.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis 

A Special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  district. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding 
etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work,  and  the  advice 
of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  continues  to  prove  a most 
valuable  link  between  the  Consultant  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Background  reports  are  submitted  to 
each  officer,  and  this  home  visiting  enables  the  Chest  Physician  to 
be  assured  that  his  advice  is  being  carried  out.  It  also  enables  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  consider  the  housing  conditions,  and 
if  these  can  be  improved  the  Bentley  Council  is  always  most  willing 
to  help. 

The  County  Council  also  provide  free  milk  up  to  two  pints 
per  day  to  cases  recommended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.
